Mors Troops. — Sunday evening another 
large body of men from Indiana reached 
the city — fine-looking men, well uniformed 
and equipped.

* The frigate Colorado, at New York from 
Fort Pickens, reports "having captured send 
burned, on the 14th, the rebel privateer 
Judith, near the Pensacola navy yard.

The reporter gives as his opinion 
of the object of the rebels in making this 
movement — that they intend to cross the 
Potomac above or below Washington, per- 
haps both. Perhaps they may cross, bat 
as in order to do bo ferrying facilities are 
absolutely essential, we are not over- 
confident that each a movement is in their 
power.

'KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

v Frabkfort, Sept. 30, 1861. 

IN SENATE. 

Mr. Pennebaker — Judiciary — A House bill 
to charter the Bell Insurance Company with 
an amendment; amendment adopted, and 
bill passed. 

The 8enate took up the "act to raise vol- 
unteers to repel the invasion of the State, 
and for other purposes,” together with the 
Governor’s veto of the s&me. Passed — the 
veto notwithstanding — yeas, 22; nays, 8. 
Messrs Gleem, Grover and Davidson voting 
in the negative. 

The Senate then took up a bill supple- 
mental to the act to raise volunteers and 
to repel the invasion of the State, and for 
other purposes. Passed — yeas, 23; nays, 
Messrs Gleem and Grover, 2 
And then the Senate took a recess until 
4 o’clock. 

IN HOUSE. 

Prayer by Rev. T. C. KcKee, of the Bap- 
tist church. 

The journal of Saturday was read. 

A petition was presented by Mr. Kennedy, 
and appropriately referred. 

Mr. J. W. Anderson — Claims — A bill for 
the appropriation of money. Ordered to 
be printed, and made the special order for 
to-morrow at eleven o’clock. 

Mr. Ireland — Privileges and Elections — A 
Senate bill to change the place of voting in 
the Eagle Creek precinct, in Scott county. 
Reported the same, with the expression cf 
opinion that it should not pass. Bkl 
passed. 

A message was received from the Govern- 
or, by Mr. Tate, Assistant Secretary of 
State, announcing that he had approved 
and signed sundry enrolled bills. 

Also vetoing a bill, entitled, an act to 
raise volunteer forces to repjl the invasion 
of the State, and for other purposes. 

8aid message reads as follows : 

ExBcrnvs Pspaxthkxt.I 
Faaskfo&t, Sept- 30, 1561. j 
Gentlemen cf the House of Representatives : 

“An act to raise volunteer forces to repel the invasion of 
the gtate.and for other purposes,” which originated in 
your Hon-e, has been presented to me for my signature, 
and I here with return It to you, with as little delay as pos- 
sib’e. with the reasons why I cannot sign it. 

The 4tli sectionjof this bill provides, "that the forces 
to be raised und organized, as proviued.fjr by this act 
shall, when mustered into service, be under the com- 
mand of the General commanding the State forces in 
the field.” By joint resolution cf the Legislature, pass- 
ed a few days auo over my veto rues- age. General T. L. 
Crittenden is designated as commander of the State 
forces. The Constitution of Kentucky, (sec. 8, art. 3.) 
defining the powers of the Governor, provides toat “he 
shall be Commander-In-Chief of the trmy and navy of 
this Commonwealth, and of the militia thereof, except 
when they sha'l be called into the service of the United 
States: but be shall not command personally in the 
field unless invited to do so by a resolution of the Gen- 
eral Assembly.” The Supreme executive pow*r cl the 
Commonwealth is vested in the Governor. He is Com- 
ruai der-in-Chief of the army and navy and the 
militia of the State until they are called Into the 
service of tbe United State-; and although “he shall 
not command personally in the field, unless advised so 
to do by are-oiuilon of the G-nerai Assembly,” he is, 
nevertheless. Commander-In-Chief by the Constitution, 
and toe commanding General in the field, and all others. 
It seems to me, wou d #e subject to his orders in con- 
ducting tbe military operations of the army of the 
Commonwealth. 

The fourth section of the bill is clear and distinct in giv- 
ing the commun 1 of the force-, to be rai>cd under its ; re- 
visions, t<> the General commanding In the field: and 
so far as it purports to take from the Governor of the 
Common weal lb .the chief command of tbe army and 
militia • f tue State, while they are not in the service of 
the ULited Statss. it in my opinion. In conflict wall 
the Constitution ol Kentucky. I cannot, therefore, con- 
scientiously »ign the bill, but respectfully return it to 
you for reconsideration. B. MAGOFFIN. 

Mr. J. R. Thomas moved a call of the 
roll.

Resolved by the House of Representatives, That a com- 
mittee of five members of this House be app inted to 
prepare for publication all acts and resolutiors passed 
by the General Assembly at Its present session in re- 
lation to the occupation of Kentucky soil by the Confed- 
erate forces ; and those in relation to tbe existing war, 
including money and military bills, Ac, Ac.; end that 
the Pubfle Printer be* directed to print, in pamphlet 
form, when furnished by said committee, lO.oon copies 
thereof, for the use of the member- of this House. 

Mr. Rankin offered a resolution asking of 
the Governor as to whether Hon. Thos.

The citizens an l residents of this State, who 
are soldiers in the military forces now invading this 
State, that shall escape as soon as they cau and return 
to their alleglence, shall not he made incapable by this 
act 

ere. 4. If any soldier or offi ter, he belDg a citizen or 
resident ol this State, and mw in or with tbe forces ln- 
vad.ug this state, suoii, sfter thirty days from toe ons* 
svgo of th s act, accept a commission or be promoted, he 
shah not have the right to resign, and thereby he made 
capable within the provisions of this act 

After some discussion, in which Messrs. 
Underwood, Wolfe, J. B. Cochran and 
Huston took part, Mr. Hus on moved to 
recommit the bill to the coinm ttee on the 
Judiciary.

Chicago, Sept. 30 — A special dispatch 
from Cairo to the Times says : The rebels 
attempted to bar a the bridge one mile from 
Norfolk, this afternoon. They were met 
and repulsed bj Capt. Noleman’e cavalry. 
Three rebels were killed the first volley, 
others were killed and wounded afterwarde. 
One Federal was wounded. A wounded 
rebel says as death was su^e he may as well 
tellthetratb: that hesawPillowinKentuoky, 
back of Columbus Saturday morning with 

27.000 men, and that Jeff Thomson’s move- 
ments are feints to divert attention from 
that quarter. I am oonvinoed that the news 
yesterday at Paducah was that Pillew had 
left Columbus to effect a junction with the 
troops marching on Paducah from Tennes- 
see. The united forces are 40,000. 

Washington, Sept. 30. — A special to the 
New York Post says : Our troops across ihe 
Potomac are in fine spirits to-day. General 
McClellan is evidently taking such precau 
tions as to ensure the success of any future 
move that he may make. The prominent 
positions at Munson’s Hill, Falls Church 
and Upton’s Hill, which were so suddenly 
evacuated by the enemy, have been 
strengthened by large bodies of Federal 
troops. Our men are now engaged in 
throwing up strong field works. The ad 
vance of our army is slow and continuous. 
It is believed here that the rebel forces are 
concentrated between Aquia creek and 
Manassas Junction, with iheir right wing 
on the Potomac. A messenger who has 
just arrived from Chain Bridge brings a 
report that the enemy are in strong force 
at Leesburg and that the entire army has 
been divided, one division having taken 
position above Washington and the other 
below the city. The statement is hardly 
credible, but it is certain that important 
events are near at hand. 

The Federal gun boat Yankee yesterday 
r«connoitered the batteries at Freestoae 
Point, on the Potomac, and found them de- 
serted. 

The President has given assurances that 
no drafting for the army shall be resorted 
to in the West until ail the Eastern States 
States have furnished their full quota of 

500.000 men. 

A citizen of Charleston and his son have 
- arrived here via Nashville bringing impor- 
tant news. They were robbed of all their 
specie before they left South Carolina. The 
people were panic-stricken at the news of 
the defeat at Hatteras inlet. They declare 
that the number of rebel troops Rave been 
greatly exaggerated. 

Washington, Sept. 29 —Oar troops while 
occupying grounds vacated by the enemy 
have burned houses and destroyed property 
to a considerable extent. This will be 
investigated, as Gen. McClellan strongly 
condemned it. 

The whereabouts of the enemy has not 
been discovered. Their pickets are dis- 
cernatle at distant points. 

Washington, Sept 30. — Commissary Gen. 
Gibson died here to day, aged 85 years. 

The position of the Federals is about the 
same as yesterday. It appears that they 
evacuated Falls Church yesterday.; Fed- 
eral pickets now occupy one end of the 
village, and the rebels the other, about one 
quarter of a mile apart. First rebel earth 
works are being thrown up. 

Chicago. Sept. 30 — Special to the Chicago 
Tribune, (Juincy, Sept. 30. — While there is 
much speculation concerning the strength 
of the two armies about to meet at Lexing 
ton, it may be interesting to state that a 
letter received by me to-day from Hunts- 
ville, Mo , dated S«»pt. 27, expresses confi- 
dent opinion that Fremont will be beaten 
unless he can bring 50,000 men against 
Price. The writer says the country is filled 
with armed men marebing day and night to 
reinforce Price. He is satisfied Mulligan’s 
surrender added 25,000 to Prioe’s strength. 
Everythiug reported quiet on the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph Railroad. 

Boston, Sept. 30 — The second loan of 
$50,000,000 to the Government was consid- 
ered to day at a meeting of Bank Presi- 
dents, and a resolution was unanimously 
adopted to take ten millions, which was the 
apportionment to the Boston banks. The 
oommittee reported that New York would 
take thirty five millions and Philadelphia 
five millions of thiB present installment 
Our twelve millions was bid at and above 
par for the New Massachusetts six per 
cent, loan for one million. 

Toronto, Sept. 30. — The propeller George 
Moffitt, with a cargo of grain, is reported 
drifting on the lake Saturday. She is a 
total wreck on Long Point, near Calburg. 
The crew was eaved. 

A number of volunteers left Hamilton 
to-day to join Col. Rankin’s regiment of 
lancers in Detroit, lt is reported that no 
bounty is paid here. Fare iB provided by 
railroad to Detroit. 

Philadelphi, Sept. 30. — The Bulletin 
has a special despatch from Washington, 
which says that the rebels have reappeared 
in a large force on the Potomac, opposite 
the Great Falls to-day, and opened with a 
battery of six pieces, on Gen. McCall’s di- 
vision. Both sides have been re-enforced 
Our batteries opened fire, and the rebels 
were dispersed. Our troops tcok possession 
t h i 8 morning. The rebels retiring after a 
slight skirmish. 

Fortress Monroe, Sept. 29 — The Con- 
federates last night fired on our picket 
guard at Hampton Bridge and severely 
wounded one man. 

Gen. Wool and staff have spent the day 
at Newport News. 

The Young America has brought two 
prizes. 

Kansas Oitt, Sept. 30. — Advices from 
Lexington by private letter, state that Gen. 
Price is retreating from that place but will 
probably be cut off by Gen. Fremont. Gen. 
Lane’s brigade arrived here this afternoon, 
making the total force at this plaoe 50,000 

St. Joseph, Sept. 30 — Col. Smith, com 
maoding at this point, has advices that 10,- 
000 troops of the enemy would encamp at 
Agency Ford, 14 miles below this city, to- 
night. Soonts are out in that direction, 
and expected to-night. The available Fed- 
eral foroe there does not exceed 300 men. 

Jefferson City, Sept. 30. — Major Tan- 
ner, of the 22d Indiana, died this evening 
at seven o’clock. His remains leave fer 
Indianapolis to-morrow.
